CHARLES PARISH, IN YORK COUNTY. 

The earliest division of York County into parishes was as 
follows: (1) New Poquoson Parish, running from New Po- 
quoson River to Chisman's Creek; (2) York Parish, from Gas- 
man's Creek to Yorktown Creek; (3) Chiskiack or Hampton 
Parish, from Yorktown Creek to Queen's Creek; (4) Marston's 
Parish, from Queen's Creek to Skimeno, and (5) Middle Plan- 
tation Parish, on the north side of Queen's Creek, including Mid- 
dle Plantation or Williamsburg. In 1658 Middle Plantation and 
Harop Parish, in James City County, were united into a new 
parish called Middletown Parish. In 1674 Middletown Parish 
and Marston Parish were united into Bruton Parish. In 1706 
York and Hampton Parishes were made into one parish called 
York-Hampton Parish. Below is a record, in 1692, from 
the books in York County, changing the name of New Poquoson 
into Charles: 

Monday Decemb r 11 th 1692. By y e House of Burgesses.
